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GERMAN CONSUL

Bopp, German consul general here, and 
four of his attachés or employés, were 
found guilty tonight by a jury in the 
United States District court of having 
violated this country neutrality.

tion was established in 1895 with the 
Chicago Journal, Which he' left t6 join 
the staff of the Inter Ocean., In _ 
he went to the Daily News. He was di- 
rector of the art départment of the paper 
as well as its cartoonist. 


War Cartoons Were Best. 

While his cartoons frequently attract- 
ed attention before the war, it is in the 
last two years that ‘his genius has ob- 
tained the widest recognition.
